Scarf. 5 ozs. Baldwin and Walker’s LADYSHIP 4-PLY

1 Pair Knitting Needles, Mo. 7. 

1 Crochet Kook No. 10, l ieasur cd by the Bell Gauge. 

Gloves. 2 ozs. Baldwin and Walker's LADYSHIP 4-PLY 

KONORT FINGERING, main shade. 

1 Pair Knitting Needles, Wp'. 12. 

Socks 3 ozs. Baldwin and Walker’s LADYSHIP 4-PLY 

KONORT FINGERING, for the main shade. 

1 oz. of the same make'Tof wool in the contrasting _ 
shade. 

1 Set of Knitting Needles, No. 13. 

For the Set. 9 ozs. Baldwin and Walker’s LADYSHIP 4-PLY 

KONORT FINGERING, for the main shade. 

2 pzs. of the same inakt^of jvool in the contrasting 

'IMPORTANT.—As different dye-lots should not be worked into the same garment, it is most 
important that you should .make sure of having sufficient wool from the one dye-lot to 
complete the garment. Each dye-lot has a differentTetter which is shown on the label of 
the bundle or box. 


Measurements : 

Scarf. Length, 39 inches. 

Gloves. To fit a size 6-1. 

Socks. 9| inch Foot. 


Width, 9 inches. 


Tensions, taken before pressing : 

Gloves. . 8 stitches to 1 inch in width ; 10 rows to 1 inch in depth. 
Scarf. 5 stitches to 1 inch in width ; 6 rows to 1 inch in. depth; 
Socks. Turnoverr 10-sts. .to T inch in width ; 11 rounds to 
1 inch in depth. 

Note.—I f the needles stated do not produce.lbese tensions, try different 
sizes’,.until you get them correct. 

Alteration in Size— For larger garments,juse thicker needles, or a size 
which produces fewer stitches to the inch ; for smaller garments, 
use finer needles, or a size which produces more stitches to the inch. 

Abbreviations. —K, knit; P, purl; sts., stitches ; tog., together , 
rep., repeat. 
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For figure flattering lines and the davnty texture of chiffon, 
there's nothing like Ladyship “Lacette." 
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The Scarf 

(Knitted Doube). 

Using the main shade of wool and the No. 7 needles, begin by casting on 
88 sts. as follows : 

Make a loop and place it on the left hand needle, knit into the loop in the 
ordinary way, do not slip the st. from the neeclle'but place the second loop thus 
made on to the left hand needle, making 2 sts. on the needle. * Place the 
right hand needle through the space between the 2 sts. on the left hand needle, 
throw the wool over and draw the loop through ; place it on the left hand 
needle making 8 sts. on the needle. Repeat from * until there are 88 sts. on 
the needle. 

1st row. * Iv 1, wool forward, S 1 purlwise, wool back. Rep. from * to 
end of row. (Note the last st. will be a slipped st.). 

Rep. this row until you have a depth of 3| inches from the cast-on edge, 
keeping the sts. at the beginning of row fairly tight. Break off the main shade 
of wool. 

** Join in the contrasting shade and work 4 rows (i.e., 2 rows on each side 
of scarf). Break off the cciri/asting shade avdvLnlinue to wox'k-ii2bstrip'esras" 
follows : 

8 rows, main shade. 8 rows, contrasting shade. 8 rows, - main shade. 

1.2 rows contrasting shade. 8 rows, niai;.--shade. - 8- -rows, contrasting 

shade. 8 rows, main shtxle. 4 rows, contrasting shade. Break off the 

contrasting shade. •**. 

Continue to work with the main shade of wool for a further 20 inches, then 
rep. from ** to ** once more. 

Work for 3| inches more with the main shade of wool. 

Cast off, still working in the pattern. 

Using the crochet hook, work along each encbof the scarf in double crochet 
as follows : With the contrasting shade join the wool to the first st. with a 
double crochet, then work 1 d.c. into each knit st. along the row, (44 d.c.), 
1 chain, turnand work 1 d.c. into each d.c. of previous row, working through 
the two loops of each st. Break off the contrasting shade and work in the 
main shade for 2 rows, then a further 2 rows in the contrasting shade. 

Fasten off securely. 

Press lightly on each side, with,a hot iron over a slightly damp cloth.

Using the No. 12 needles, begin bw^i'n^o'n 26 sts. and work in the same 
way as for the Front of Hand, adding 1 HHmore to each Finger and beginning 
the fingers on a purl row instead of a knit jov/. 

The THUMjB. '^L 40 

Using the No. 12 needles, begin by pasting On 3 sts. and work in stocking 
st., increasing 1 st. at both ends of the neect^orr th^3rd, then every following 
4th row until there are 19 sts. on the needle. 

Work without shaping for a further If I inches-. 


To Shape the Top. 

Rep. from Tiro the last st.,

2nd row. P 2 tog. to the last st., P 1. 

Cast off tightly. ' 

Work a second Hand to correspond, being careful to reverse the order of 
the Fingers. f 

Neatly join together the Fingers, then sew together the back and front of the 
hand, leaving a 2\ inch space ab ove the ribbing for the Thumb. Sew up the seam 
of the thumb, then sew the thumb into ths space left above the ribbing. 

Press carefully, on the wrong side with a hot iron over a slightly damp 
cloth, then turn on to the right side and press lightly under a dry cloth. 


The Socks. 

Using-the contrasi ing shade of wool, begin by casting on 64 sts. (20, 24 
and 20) on three needles and join into a round. 

Work in the rib of K 2, P 2 for 3J inches.. 

Change to the main shade of wool and: the rib of K 4, P 4 and work for 
a further 2| inches. 

To Divide the Stitches for the Heel. 

Place 2 sts. from the end of the first needle on to the end of the second 
needle, then take 6 sts. from the beginning bf the third needle and place on the 
second needle, making 32 sts. on the second needle for the heel. 

Work on these‘32 sts. in stocking st. for 31 rows. 

, ■ To Turn the' Heel. 

P 20, P 2 tog., turn. 

K 9, K 2 tog., turn. 

P 10, P 2 tog., turn. 

K 11, K 2 log., turn. 

Continue in this way, taking up 1 st. more on each row until all the sts. 
are on one needle. (20 sts. remain on needle):.

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Pick up and knit 16 sts ,from the row ends down the left side of heel then 
slip half the heel sts. on the same needle. Work in the rib across the 32 sts. 
left for instep, then with a third heedle pick up and knit 16 sts. from the row 
- grids' down the right side of heel apd knit across the remaining half of heel sts. 

To Shape for Instep. 

1st round. 1st needle. K to the last 3 sts., K 2 tog., K 1. 

2nd needle. RW;without decrease. \ 

3rd needle. K 1, a 2 tog., K to end of needle. 

Rep. this round until there ire 64 sts. left in the round. 

Work without shaping for a further 44 inches when the work should 
measure 7J inches from the b’ackfof heel. 

To "Shape for Toe. 

1st round- 1st needle. K to the last 3 sts., K 2 tog. : K 1. 

2nd needle. K 1, K 2 tog., K to the last 3 sts. tr K 2 tog., K 1. 

3rd needle. X L, 1\ 2 tog., K to end of row. 

2nd round. Knit all round without decrease. • 

Rep. these 2 rounds until 24 |ts. remain in the round, i.e., 6 on each of the 
first and third needles and 12 oh the second needle. 

Knit the sts. from the first needle on to the end of the third needle so 
that you have 12 sts. on each of two needles and graft the toe. Break off 
the wool leaving an end a tew inches long, thread through a wool needle then 
proc eed as follow - : * Rrjr^jjundci\.die point,of-theTront needle— 
then place the'wool needleinfd tits first st. oh the front needle knitwise and slip 
the st. from needle, put wool needle into next st. on front needle purlwise but do 
not slip the-st. from needle, take the woo!needle under the point of front needle 
tb back and place into the first it. on back needle purlwise and slip st. from 
needle, put the wool needle into next st. on back needle knitwise but do not 
slip the st. from needle. Rep. from * until all the sts. halve been worked off. 
Press carefully on the wrong,side with a hot iron over a damp cloth. 
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
